COLLISION IN ST. LAWRENCE. 

Two Bis Atlantic Liners Come Together 
With Great Damage to Themselves, 
But No Loss of Life. 

F.iTiii;!! Poi.NT, Aug. 10. — (Special) — 
The royal mail steamship Vancouver, 
which left here at 10:30 p.m., on Sun- 
day, for Liverpool, waa in collision with 
the Beaver line steamer Lake Ontario. 
A. dense fog prevailed and the Father 
Point fog signal was fired steadily from 
7 p.m., till 3 this evening. The Van- 
couver had to feel her way in here by 
the u.^^e of the lead, aided by fog signals. 
About .'in hour and a half after passing 
here, while she was proceeding slowly, 
with her \\ lii.stle son iiding regularly, all 
lit once she was run into how on by the 
inwartl steamer. Jler how on the star- 
board side was b.adly smashed in, al- 
most down to the water line; both her 
anchors were carried away, with her 
hawse pipe, and her windlass broken, 
but her collision bulkhead remained in- 
tact. 

Commodore William retained perfect 
discipline among the passengers and 
crew and had the life boats immediately 
reiidy to launch in case they had been 
required, but their use was found un- 
necessary and the Vancouver was turned 
back to Father Point, where a jiilot was 
imnu'diately titken on and she proceeded 
to i.Jiiehei', for repairs. No lives were 
lost and the vessel is in perfect safety, 
thoiioti proceeding 3lo\", ly.

A MINING FAILURE. 

Eastern Capitalists Sore at the Loss of a 
Large Sum in a Gold Mine 
Barren of the Metal, 

Wi.vNii'Ko, Aug. 10.— (Special)— A dis- 
patch from Toronto published 'by the 
Tribune here saya: The gold fever has 
struck Eastern Canada in the worst 
way. New mines are being placeil on 
the market daily, and are snapped up by 
small speculators on account of the 
cheap jirice of the sloc k. A great deal 
of leelinj,' exists here over the collapse 
of the .Anglo-American tiold and Plat- 
inum Hydraulic Mining Co., wdiose pro- 
jierty is situatitd on Whipsaw creek, 
Similk;imeen, in whitdi Ottawa anil 
Montreal capitalists are intttrested to the 
extent of $10,000. The company waa 
floated in the lOast by Capt. S. F. 
Scott, and a circidar issued by the 
ilirectors says Scott spent $02,000 in 
developing the mine, and all that was 
ever taken out of it was ifSO in gold aud 
in platinum, wdiiidi was obtained 
from over 15,000 yards of gravel. One 
of the Ottawa shareholders says the 
mine was either salted or there was 
gross mismanagement, and in order to 
be satisfied the Eastern sh.areboMers are 
undertakini.' to nut up ten per cent, un 
the amount of stock they hold to in- 
vestigate. Scott has Ic'ft Ottawa for the 
West, and instructions have been wired 
to a legal lirni in Victoria to make a 
eearchiiig inquiry.

When the farmer.s I 
rejoice the millers rejoice also, so it will 
hi! under.stoo;! that the people of J'avil- 
ioii are pretty jolly just iit present. 
Some have already started to cut their 



grain, and they are having excellent 
weather for it. 

"The summer of 1S!)0," writes a 
Pavilion correspondent, " will be long 
remembered by the people out here in 
British Columbia, especially in the 
upper countries, for its excessive heat 
and its long excei)tional drought. It 
would bo hard to lielieve that even the 
old-timers have ever seen a vear in 
which the monntains, ranges, benches 
and hills looked so black and bare, and 
in which nvery manner of vegetation 
seemed to be sulVering for want of 
water." It is predicted that the cattle 
will sufTer severely next winter on ac- 
count of the dried-up pasturage. 



[,I'S OPPOSITION TO WAK. 

China's Greatest General Is Pre-eminently 
u Man ol" Peace. 

Kx-Secretary John \X. Foster con- 
tributes a sketch of "The Viceroy Li 
Hung Chang" to the August Century. 
Mr. Foster says : 

Although the greatest general his 
country has produced in this century, 
he i6 pre-eminently a man of peace. 
Confucius, wliose disciple he ia proud to 
call himself, taught the folly of war, and 
the practice of the government and 
Chinese society in thia respect is in- 
spired by his teachings. While .Japan 
has exalted the warlike spirit, and there 
the Boldieris the idol of the people, in 
Uliina the soldier is lightly esteemed, 
and always lakes rank below the liter- 
ary class. Bui notwillislanding lliis 
peaceful spirit, there is often a war 
I'aity in (,!liiiia, ami on two or three 
iiieiiiorable oi-rasions it has fallen to the 
lot of the \'i(:i!roy l.i to be placed in an- 
tagonisiii to il. 

The Kuldja question, about ISSO, 
brought the country to the brink of war 
with Russia, and it was only by his most 
active resistance to the war party 
I'eking that a peaceful settlement was 
reached. It is now well known that he 
opposed the late hostilities with Japan. 
The govc-rnment of the hitter during the 
progress i>f the war obtained posaeasion 
qi and published certain memorials to 
the throne, dated in 1882, and forwarded 
by the viceroy, which looked to the ulti- 
mate invasion of .lapan ; but at Jbesl il 
was merely an inchoate scheme, and 
probably encouraged by the viceroy to 
aiil his project.s for the defence of the 
approairlies to Peking. He had a betti;r 
knowledge of the military slrengtb of 
.hipan and of the weakness of China 
than any other of the I'hn])eror's ad- 
visers, and he feared the conscquencea 
to Ilia coiinlrv of a conllict.

[„ord Macauhiy was a far-seeiug states- 
man as well as a brilliant essayist. He 

was an intense \\'hi^', but lie was very 
far imlccil Iruin hiiut; eitlier ;i r:iilic'al or 
a repulilican. lie, in fact, ilic;uli'd the 
notion of i>'cUMidi n;,' to tin- omsscs pnliti- 
cal powei', for Lbe siinplc reason lliat he 
believed that they would imi lie ablt! to 
use it for their own ^'ood. A letter that 
he wrote nearly forty years ago to f 1 . S. 
Randall in acUnowledtrment of a copy of 
thai friiutleman's " l.iie of .lellVrsoii " is 
now i|UotC(l in the I'liiteil ."^titles, lie 
in that letter foreshadowed what he be- 
lieved to he the fate of the I'liited 
States. He was roundly abused and 
mercilessly ridiculed on bothsides nf the 
Atlantic for his want of faith in the jao- 
ple, but what is poing on now in the 
I'nited States shows that Macanlay had 
better irroiiiids for bis pessiiiiisni than 
most Jieople of bis day and i;eiie|-alioii 
•imagined. The day in which tlie insti- 
tutions of "The tireat l.'epiibiic, ' a.s 
T-iiberala then loved to call the I'nited 
States, were to he tested, was 
nearer than perhaps Mr. Macaulay 
himself helicced, and nearer than I'Ven 
the haters of Kepulilicauism i nnijriiicd , 
But politics in the rnited States ha.s 
ilegerieratcd rapidly, .^u corrupt have 
politicians become, and so degrading 
and disgraceful are their methods, that 
high-minded and clean-handed men 
have contracted an almost invincible 
aversion to politics and politicians, and 
it is only the Hterncst sense of duty that 
drives lliein to take a p:oiiiinent part in 
political contests. The lowest class of 
politicians and the least intel]it,'ent of 
the voters have been for years becoming,' 
more and more inllnential, and now- 
thinking men in the United States find 
the republic on the veree of a dreadful 
precipiite with inilliuns cji citizens who 
consider tbeniselve.s patriotic bent upon 
preeipitatiiig it into a yawning gull 
in which are the monsters most dreaded 
by right-thinking citizens who intelli- 
gently love their country. Jx)rd Macaulay 
foresaw this erisis forty years ago, and 
this is what he said about it:

to e.xisl without cansiiiL' any fatal calaiu- : 
ity. P)Ut the time will come when Xe\v| 



experiments be subdtantiated in prac- 
tiwtl work it is impossible to over-estim- 
ate llie economic ellcctsof the discovery. 
Not only is it claimed that the coal can 
be made to generate from five to ten 
timea the power now obtained from 
it, hut that the original outlay for 
every jiower plant will be reduced 
by about 75 per cent.

With the exception of the pump to 
drive the air through the cylinder, no 
machinery is rc(|uired. 

There are in tliia discovery, as Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, tin; well known 
.\nierican ataliatician, estimates, almost 
inli nite possibilities. He oalculates that 
if it can be made practicable there will 
be a saving inenginest^ioneof more than 
^750,000,000. The steam power now u,sed 
represents an annual expenditure of 
,$150,11111), 000. Were Ibi! new (irocess in- 
troduced, at its iiresent rate of efliciency 
it wdiild reduce that bill to about $100,- 
OOO.tKW. It the discovery prove a suc- 
cess the saving that it will eli'ect in the 
civilized world is almost beyond compu- 
tatiiin. 

Dr. .liu-ipies has hitherto been a quiet 
worker, aliimst niiknnwii; yet if llie ac- 
couilt.s of his iiiveiitidii ;ui' ;it nil near 
j the truth the result of his Ihiukiiig i 
working will revolutionize tlie wliole in- 
dustrial world ami make other wonder- 
ful cbannes in diU'erenl spheres of exer- 
tion and enlei prit-e. And tiien there 
lire thoii-audfi of unknown men working 
in ohsciuity tor the bi-iiolit of mankind,

about, but few will know of the patient

The necessity of the city employing a 
female warder at the citj' lockup was 
brought before the city council hist night 
in the following letter, which was re- 
ferred lo the Police Commissioners with- 
out discussion : 
Ti> tin (.'ill/ CI, ,/:: 

Dkah Sii!, — 1 wish to lay before the 
authorities having jurisdiclioii over the 
matter the fac^ that at present there is 
no female wariler in connection with the 
city lockup, and to respectfully suggest 
that the matter be taken into consider- 
ation with a view of removing the de- 
fect. It ia oi)vious that all teinale 
I)risonera should bo searched before be- 
ing consigned to the Cells, both for their 
own safety and that of others. Especi- 
ally is this so in the case of lunatics. 
This can only be done eflicieiitly and 
witli propriety by a female. A case 
which especially emphasized this 
need of a female warder came 
under my notice last week, when 
1 was called to atle'nd a female lirisoner 
who had taken some poi.sonons pills. 
Alter attendinir her I discoveroil that 
she had other pills secreted on her per- 
son which she might have taken alter [ 
eft her, had 1 not sucei'eded in 
l)r(jcuring them from her. There aio 
numerous other reasons for the neces- 
sity of a fenude wtirder, but I think the 
above suHicieiit to slate.

Results of Clean-ups About Uiirker 
vllle— Activity Greater Tlian 
Since tlie First Boom. 



(From tho Asheioft MinliiB Jouriml ) 
AlUiougli those who wiwli to inspect 
the mines of tlio fiunous Cariboo dis- 
trict will luive to travel 'MO niilea by 
staKC coach, it is anticipatetl that many 
will take advantage of tho opportuuity 
of visiting these famous placer and 
hydraulic mines, among the most noted 
of which wo may mention tho llorsclly 
Hydraulic Miniiis; Gomi)any, llic .Slough 
Creek, and the Beavor Mouth. Tliese 
companies, which have gone to c;on!iidi'r- 
•4, able e-xjiense in onlor to obtain a' great 
head of wati-r for the use of their " mon- 
itors " — whicii, in somo cases, has in- 
volved the carrying of \v.iter in lUiines 
and pijjes for many miles — an? now 
reaping their reward, and their miccess 
has attracteil so many other cuiupanies 
that the activity in this region at present 
is greater than al ariy lime since the 
great boom of lsr)S-tH . 

UIVKIt MINlNci. 

With the various dredging machinery 
now either in operation or being built 
or set up for work on the Fraser and 
Quesnelle, the various black sand 
machines now being operated, one near 
Spence's Bridge and one at Westmin- 
ster, it would seem as though river 
mining was receiving its full share of 
attention. Tlie only cheering news so 
far for dredgers ia the rejiort from Ques- 
nelle of the I'ittsburgh comi>any's 
dreilger, which is said, but not yet 
authoritatively, to be doing well. Wo are 
informed by Mr. Morgan, tlie [iresident 
of the company, which is composed of 
wealthy I'itta burgh and Pennsylvania 
men, that as soon as the one now in 
operatic 1 is tliorouglily tested and 
found, as now seems i)robable, a suc- 
cess, the company will begin at once 
building another for u.se in the same 
section. If one patent is a success it 
goes without saying that there will be 
dozens of dredgers built and millions of 
dollars spent in operating on the various 
rivers of the Fraser, Quesnelle, Black- 
water, Chilooten and Nechaeo. Besides 
the various rivers of the Peace river 
country are known to be very rich in 
gold, and if dredging ia snccessfiiUy car- 
ried on many millinns each year will be 
taken from ttie river beds of ISritish 
Columbiii and addeil to the worlil's 
wealth. Black sand machines, like 
dredgers, need to be better known be- 
fore the statements of the patentees can 
be accepted. If prai'tical ajiplication 
shows them to be a success the black 
sand gold mining will be an important 
feature from now on in British Col- 
umbia. 

Ql'KSN'KI.I.K. 

Surrounded as CJnesnolle is hy hydrau- 
lic mines, being on the wagon road to Bar- 
kerville and all other points above, the 
headquarters for the Omineca and Peace 
river country, many good ranches now 
being tilled and more being located and 
cleared up to be ready soon for crops of 
various kinds, good timber, a pleasant 
Bummer climate and pleasant (although 
cold) in the winter, and if the dredgers 
make the success in mining that is hojjed 
for — see us grow. 

The Law claim is shut down on ac- 
count of water, and it i:j now proposed 
about September 1 to start a drive from 
Baker creek bed which will taji the old 
channel at a good depth and give drain- 
age. Mr. Law will himself be in Ques- 
nelle after the latter part of this month.

upon which stretch the local government

CHF.EIvY ALDEI15IEN. 

To riiK Imiitoii: — Kvery intolligent 
reader of the Coi.oNisr must feel in- 
debted to you for the well-merited repri- 
mand contained in your issue of ttieUtb. 
These aldermen fail t<j underHtand that 
they are paid servants of tho public, 
elei'ted, as are other employes, out of the 
crowd seeking the enuiloymeiit oll'ered. 
N'ery 'ow men of iiitelligenco and respect 
would care to go around touting for a 
dollar a day, hence tho clasa who oli'er. 
Their absolute ignorance of tho first 
elements ot municipal government and 
the management of CiviO business makes 
ttiem wise only in their own conceit. 

Your strictures on the Point Fdlice 
disaster are convincing, and thoroughly 
endorsed bv every intelligent reader; 
and if further [iroof were wanted, look 
at .lames Bay bridge at this very mo- 
ment. During the third week in May 
the surface road planking was once more 
taken uj), and this lime laid with 8x:> 
ptiiir, the old lied-nlanking and sub- 
structure were loft, although well-known 
to be thoroughly rotten. As soon as the 
surface was repaired the bridge was 
again closed to examine the substrucitt re, 
which was found dangerously rotten. The 
roadway last laid down sprung up in all 
directions as the nails could not possibly 
hold in the sodden, rotten under plank- 
ing into wdiich they had been driven. 
A new sidewalk was next laid down in 
the most bungling fashion by alder- 
manic pals at day wages. After weeks' 
delay they have propped up the bridge 
on stilts and now the}' are tearing up 
the siilewalk they put down to take out 
the rotten joists that carried it. For a 
year past the sidewalk on the west side 
has not been siifo to carry a sudden 
crowd. 

This method, or want of method, evi- 
dences incapacity and ignorance of the 
most cul|)able kind and is not to be con- 
doned unless we court another disaster 
on the lines of I'oint Ullice. It is only 
a fortunate combination of circumstances 
that has preserved us from a repedtion 
of that dreadful disaster. 

Aldermen drawn ifom this doUar-a- 
day class do not serve the city from any 
feeling of public spirit, but for the piti- 
ful pay they seek. They are only hired 
for one year and have no interest in the 
future advancement of the city. They 
have no stake in the city; they I'lue for 
nothing hut the pleasure of meddling in 
matters beyond their comprelienaion, 
and arrogating to ttiemselves a bit of 
importance and patronage. Had they 
ten times the money to sjjend on roads 
or anything else they A'ould fool it away 
in tlii^ same silly style they have doiu* 
and the city bo no better ofi'. 

The remedy is, .Sir, as you suggest, to 
employ fewer men, competent men, pay 
them well.^ive them full authority, with 
continuity in oflBce. There would then 
be a possibility of laying down some 
si^ttled rule for the business of the city, 
and a security for its being continuiMl 
year after year. There is nothing new 
in tlii.s. The experience in (iern)any,as 
published in your culnmns aoino lime 
Hack under the heading " Municipal 
Housekeeping," fully illustrates the ad- 
vanlages of the imminatiun .system over 
the (dective system. The splendid pub- 
lic works of Berlin, Frankfort, Ham- 
burg, IjOiidon, Paris, and other great 
cities of iMiropi;, are duo entirely to 
scdid, Hcltled, continuous government, 
free from Uio disruptions and disloca- 
tions attending atmual elections. Five 
years of good settled municipal govern- 
ment here would forge Victoria ahead of 
all competitors, and make her in fact, 
as she is in name, the Queen Oity of the 
West, Tilt-Hammkb.

A Tbovouglily Pleasant Day's Outiugr 
in CouaectioQ with the Fruit 
Growers' Association. 



Hospitality at tlic Expei-imciital 
Farm— Fruit Exliibits Invited 
to Siiokauc. 



Siitiinlay kvus in many respects a gala 
day for a hirne munber of tlie people oi 
Viini^ouvor and vicinity. It wiia the oc- 
casion of a lucetinpof theFruitGrowera' 
Association, and the place obosen lor 
the gathering being Agaasiz, the location 
of the government experimental farm, 
opportunity wiia taken by llie nssociii- 
tioii iiiid tlii> ])ropiietur of tlie World 
newspaper to organize an exoLirfjioii, so 
aa to give the general ])uljlic facilities 
for geeiii(i what kind of aiieHlablislunent 
the farm waw — what it was doing and 
how its operations were earrieci on — and 
the public were not iliyajipointeii. Over 
a thousand aiown-up jiersons — a few 
being from Victoria — supplemented by a 
fair j_'allierim; of little people, 
took llie Hjiecial train, which 
leit the Tenninal Oily about 
eiaht o'clock in the morning, and 
were soon whiskiuK along tiie line of the 
C.P.R., at times over a rough and rugged 
country, at others through the level an<i 
fertile lands of the Kraser river and ita 
tributaries, there being at intervals dis- 
tiiiot and painful reridndera of llie faet 
that recently llio waters had forsaken 
their (pnlinary courHi! and gone hither 
and Ihither unrcHtraincMl, carrying with 
them ruin and dcst ruction ami leaving 
l)L'liii;il a track marked by debris of all 
descripiionti, ami bearing: ample evi- 
dence that, for a time at lea^^t, the wat- 
ers hail known no bounds hut had rushed 
headlong at their own swcot will.' 

At the time of the exi;ursiou the re 
lar strennia were low, and iu some 
instances the railway bridges crossed 
over comparativeiy drj' water- 
eoursea. The grass in the mead- 
ows ilnongh which tlie journey lay 
was much of it rank and sedgy, and 
occasionally evidence was afforded that 
at this late' period of the year an en- 
deavor was being made to harvest it by 
sun drying — a ))ro(;ess to which there 
were s-oiiie among the travellers who 
took exception, ami suggested that were 
other loihler plants turned to advantaije 
the mixture would afford excellent 
material for the silo.' Here and there 
the tlat lands Hlrctching towards titid 
beyond the I'Vaser were broken witli 
liiils or ratiier mountains whoso rugged 
slopes and towering crest were covered 
with pines and tirs, most of them con- 
taining the reverse of dimension timber, 
however high the poles themselves miglit 
tower, in some of the low lands 
very good stock was grazing 
allboiigh it is not just hereabouts 
that tlie most renowneil farmers feed 
their (locks and herds. Now and then a 
Fraser river stern-wlieeler was seen 
steaming through the channel of ttiat 
importnut waterway, while the preseiiee 
of lishermen was noticeable from the 
l)oat8 anil nets which oae occasionally 
paw, though it is not hereabouts that the 
salmnu for the canneries are accustonieii 
to be taken. 

The renowned Pitt Meailowd were 
jias'ied on the way out and smne (if the 
eud)anknients wert? seen which bad with- 
stood the rush of waters this year, 
thcugli it would ap|)t'ar to the straiigei- 
who had observeil dykes elsewhere tliat 
in some respects they might not have 
about them sullicienl solidity to resi.-t 
the onslaughts of Father h'raserwhen he 
was lashed up into fury. 

" When are wo going to i-eacli the Har- 
rison river? " was ii (piestioii whiidi was 
not infrequently aaketl by some who 
were anxitiiis for the picnic and were 
getting tired of railway travel to which 
lliey are not accustoined, and who, how- 
ever unique their notions of locality 
ndglit be, had some idea that Auassiz: 
was not very far off the river and the 
springs which bear the name of a family 
which had been more or less famou.s in 
the history of the United States. 
I'reHcntly the train, wd.ich had been 
(licking uj) passenger.s along the route — 
many of them whose apjiearanci; indi- 
cated their connectinn with the agricul- 
tural ami luirt icn itnral iiidiistrie^i — drew 
U[i at an iiu pretentious depot, alongside 
of which are a cou])le of hotels and one 
or two other houses. 

" Agassiz! " was the word which tlie 
conductor and the brakestnen simultane- 
ously shouted, and the outgoing juurney 
by rail was ended. Not a few strolled 
over to see what tlu^ hotels looked like, 
and their steps and balconies were very 
soon thriiiiyed, some (jf the parties being 
an.'^ious iiUjuirers for siuiiel hing to eat 
and drink, the latter being nricb more 
read ily idilainable than the former, lor, 
as one of the hotel men taid, he had not 
expected to see such a crowd. I'llt 
thougli there was an aiii|il<' sii|>plv of 
material for moistening parched throats, 
it ia fair to say tiial t li roiiuhout the day 
there did not appear to he one imiiviil- 
«al who did not kei^p liia heail level, ami 
there were none whose legs and whose 
tongues were not kej>t under (jerfect con- 
trol. 

For the time being the small army of 
visitors had the freedom of the .Vgassiz 
farm, whose fruits of all descriptions 
were placed at their disijosal by Snper- 
intendent Sliar[ie, and a "holy war" 
upon tliein was effectively waged, 
though, as iti ever the case iii>on sueh 
occasions, there were some vnmhtls who 
did not hesitate to trample iijion, tear 
down and destroy a few <d the trees and 
their jn'oducta which had oeen so jeal- 
ou8l\' cared for and fostered by the peo- 
ple of the ox ])eriinental fai-m. Mrs. 
Maehigaii eiitc'rtained most lejspitithly 
at the superintendent's house, >vhieh 
had been kindly placed at her disposal, a 
number of the viBitors, her thoughtful and 
generous attentions being highly appre- 
ciated. Among the guests were Prof. 
Euildick, of the travelling dairy; Mr. 
Tenipleiniin, of Victoria; ilr, Welling- 
ton Boulter, the well known fruit and 
vegetable canner of I'ietoii, ()ntariu; 
.Supt. Sharpe, Mr. R. Kcr of Victoria ; 
i\Ir. It. I'.. Goanell, provincial librarian, 
together with a number of ladies and 
ionrniiliats. 

At two o'clock the meeting under the 
ausijices of the I'dniiL (h-ower.-j' Associ- 
ation, was called to order in the exten- 
sive liranaiy of the experimental farm. 
Mr, Thoniiia Marl of Lytton, ])resident of 
till' association, occupied the chair. 

The Ohairman referred to the highly 



successful conventiona of last year and 
the yes.r previous, remarking that 
it was not the intention this year 
to have anything in the shape of 
formal proceedings. It had been 
urged that the gathering should 
be of the nature of an excursion to and 
picnic at Agassiz, an opportunity being 
thus afforded the people of seeing the 
esperimental farm and satisfying them- 
selves as to what it is doing under the 
able and enlightened management of 
Prof. Sharpe, wnose conduct of the tarm 
has been characterized by surprising re- 
sults and the benefits of whose opera- 
tions were understood and appreciated 
by all the people of the section in par- 
ticular, hie spoke of the successful 
operations of the society and of the ea- 
tabliBliinenl under its auspices of the 
fruit growers' exchange, by means of 
which vast iiuanfitiea of fruit luid found 
their way to new markets. lie eulogized 
the idea of the excursion, and paid a 
warm tribute to the enterprise of iMr. 
jMu'jlagan in connection with that enter- 
prise. 

llr, J. Ix. Anderson, deputy minister 
of agriculture, on being called upon saitl 
that owing to the regretted absence of 
Mr. Turner, the minister of agricalturo 
—duo partly to the etl'ects of a recent ill- 
ne.sH and partly to the engagements 
which prevented his leaving the Capital 
at the present time — it devolved upon 
liini to return thanks for the warm wel- 
come received from the peopleof Agassiz 
and INlr. Sharpe, thealde superintendent 
f the experimental farm. An insjiec- 
tiou of the farm, be said, would repay 
everyone; even those who are in ao way 
iriteresteil in agricailture and horticul- 
ture ; ami the object lesson fiirnit-hed by 
the experinient.s carried, on by Mr. 
Sharjie could not but prove to ho in- 
structive and of the greatest Iteiielil to 
the public at large, and to the agricul- 
turist in particular. !Mr. .Sharpe is doing 
work which goes a long way towards 
proving the superiority of British 
CJolumbia as a fruit growing country, 
to serve aa a refutationof such ideas 
as had been expressed not later than the 
previous night m Vancouver by a fruit 
grower and dealer from Ontario. These 
remarks were to the effect that British 
Uolumbia winter apples could in no way 
comjiarewith those grown in the East, 
and that our efl'ortB should be directed 
to growing summer apples which he be- 
lieveil we eoukl do fairly well ; be further- 
more saiil that the Gravenstein apples 
grown in the blast were greatly suiiorior 
to tlioHe |)rocl need in I'ritiali Oolumbia. 
With all due deference to the gentleman 
who made these reiiiarke, he inaiutaiued 
that wo produce as good or better 
fruit in every respi'c't hotli annmier and 
winter than that grown in the East, and 
he believed we would be able to prove 
tiiia fai't iu a fi?w years' time. As for 
Clravcnstein apjdes this is the one ap|)h! 
of all (jtlicrs wdiich we ]iride our- 
sidvea on growing to perfi'Clion, and he 
believed his friend Mr. ICarl would he 
able to shott some which can fairly be 
claimed to be superior to anything grown 
in the East. As regards the flattering 
remarks of the chairman with reference 
to the department of agriculture he 
coidd only say that it ia and lias been 
the goveriiment'is earnest endeavor to 
allbnl every faidlity to the public to 
a<'iiiiire iiH'ormalion iu all branches of 
the agricultural interests, and be iiojicd 
all wouldavail themselvesof it whenever 
occasion arises. 'J'hcy were only loo 
well pleased to have iiKUters referieii t.o 
them, and do not considi-r it any Iroiil.de 
to do anything in their power. Tlie 
ollice was ereateil for the benefit of the 
|)id)lie, wlif) have the right to use it. the 
library, anil the sei-vices of theollh-ers 
at all limes, itefore idosing Mr. .Amler- 
son read a letter from Mr. Smith, the 
secretary of the Spokane Fruit Exposi- 
tion, inviting British (Jolambia to join 
in a joint exposition of Washington, 
t)regon and Idaho, to take place at 
Spokane from the 6th to tlie Hth 
October, which will he attended by 
many Htrangers from all parts, and 
tiierelore cannot tail to riMloiiiid greatly 
to the advantage ot the Northwest iis a 
fruil growing foiniti-y. He bad sent a 
copy of this letter t(j the ili ffereli I f rui I 
unitms in this province, and lie tni>;teil 
some acti(ni woulil be taken towanls 
sending an exhibit to Spokane worthy of : 
Kritisli Coluuibia. The letter reads as 1 
follows :

Sri:,— The third annual Spokane fruit 
fair wdll In; ludd lu this city from <)cl(j- 
her lit li to 1 7tli imdiisive. It has Ijeeii 
our wisli to make this ladr enlirely non- 
sectional; to have here the exhibits from 
the iMilire Xorthwist. irrespective of jo- 
ctdity or country, leidiiig only tliat Kt;

means of showing to the world what the 
resources of the Pacific Northwest really 
are. The Xortlnveatern mining conven- 
tion will be held here during the fair, 
aud will bring many from foreign coun- 
tries as well as from the far East. Men 
who are travellers, and whose gooii 
words will be spread over an iinmense 
area in the next few years, to return 
their benelits to us all. The States of 
.Moiitaiui, Idaho, NVashinglon and t be- 
goii will be well represented, and seem 
jipreciate the opporl ii n i ly Lo 
clloct.iv(dy advertise their 
lit would he very agreeable 
to us to have your ))rovince well repie- 
sented. ^lay we venture to ask your 
aid ii. the fii idlKoance of our project'' A 
letter to your fruit growers from your 
uflice would iiwaken them to the oppor- 
tunity, and would encourage many of 
them", no doubt, to make au exhibit. 
Our prizes will be liberal, and will be 
paid in cash, and the railroads will bring 
till! exhibits in free.
